Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 101 

Claims 1-10 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as allegedly being directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. Applicant has amended claim 1 in order to differently describe 
embodiments of the disclosure of the instant application and/or to improve the form of the 
claims. Applicant appreciates the Examiner's helpful suggested claim amendment in this regard 
as provided in the final sentence of section 5 at page 3 of the Office Action. Applicant has opted 
to generally incorporate the Examiner's suggestion, while making a minor modification to the 
suggested language in light of the disclosure of the instant application.
